Ushed in England since the invention of 
printing, the museum Hbrary contains only 
about 73 per cent With each passing 
year, however, the percentage increases 
with the purchase of old books and by 
gift in the case of new books, as the copy- 
right Jaw requires that a copy of every 
book, pamphlet, newspaper, periodical, 
plece of music, ete., published anywhere 
{In the British empire must be conveyed 
free of charge to the museum. This drag 
net insures a practically complete collec- 
tlon of current Iiterature for the great 
museum, 

The British Museum owes its foundation 
to Str Hans Sloane, who bequeathed his 
various collections, tneluding 50,000 books 
and manuscripts, to the nation, on condl- 
tlon of 8100,000 being paid to his heirs, 
This offer was accepted by partlament, 
and on January 15, 1759, the British Mu- 
Seum was formaliy opened, Sinee then 
every passing year bas witnessed a great 
increase the collections, until now nobody 
would attempt to estimate the value of 
the British Museum's treasures, Many of 
them are priceless, and all the wealth of 
all the Carnegles and Rothschilds and 
Hockefellers of the world could not buy 
them.

} rival, the Library of Congress at Washing: 


ton, was established In 1800, It was 
Wiped out by fire in 1814, Just a century 
ago, and tn {851 the library again suf- 
fered a terrible loss in the destruction of 
35,000 valuable volumes. Like the British 
Museum, the Library of Congress is kept 
up to date by deposits of volumes under 
the copyright law, The Washington col- 
lection is now the largest in the Western 
Hemisphere, and the third largest in the 
world, being surpassed only by the British 
Museum and the Bibliotheque Nationale. 

The New York Public Library ts housed 
in the most costly and largest edifice of 
its kind in the world, and ranks next to 
the Washington institution in number of 
volumes, It ts a consolidation of the Astor 
brary, founded tn 184%; the Lenox 
library, established in 1870, and the Tilden 
library, which was opened thirty vears 
ago. The consolidation was effected in 
1895, and in 1902 the cornerstone of the 
new edifice was lald. The butiding was 
completed and formally opened in 1914, 
and it now contains over 1,124,000 vol 
umes and pamphiets, while the shelves 
available provide space for nearly 2,900, 
O00 more.

Every Case of Hog Cholera 
Reported Originated From 
This Source. 


IS ALMOST STAMPED OUT 


Only Thing to Fear Is Spread 
by Dogs, Coyottes and 
Pigeons, 


The outbreak of hog cholera in the 
farming districts adjacent to the city 
has been much worse than reported, 
but it is being steadily stamped out, 
and by the end of the week it is 
thought that there will be no more 
cases reported, 

Speaking to a Capital representative 
yesterday, W. H. Stepens, provincial 
live stock commissioner, stated that 
although he had really no power to do 
anything in the matter as this work 
came directly under the supervision 
of the dominion government, still he 
had been out to many of the farms 


Where the outbreaks had taken place, 


and everything that could had been 
done to prevent the cholera spreading. 


| So far as he could understand, every 


| case that had been reported was trace- 
able to the swine being fed the refuse 
from the city hotels. Many of the 
farmers, although they sald they had 
boiled) this refuse, must have been 
careless in the matter. The difficulty 
was that the feed was not boiled suf- 
ficiently to kill the germs. Many 
farmers near here had lost over 100 
hogs, and there was one case of a man 
who owned over 250 having to have the 
whole flock killed. 

Two were reported to the 
Dominion authorities yesterday. The 
inspector will visit these, and if the 
hogs are suffering from the disease the 
animals and those that come in centact 
with them will be shot. 

The statement made In the city ta 
ithe effect that the disease is an un- 
common one in the province of Alberta 
is not true Every year, states the 
commissioner, there is an outbreak In, 
or near, some of the citles, and without 
exception the cause of the outbreak is 
the feeding of pigs on the hotel refuse,

| While the feeding of this cannot be | 


prevented, it should be impressed on 
the farmers who use it for that purpose 
the necessity for proper boiling. 

The only thing that is now to be 
feared {n connection with the outbreak 
is the spread to other farms. The most 
potent agencies in spreading it are 
dogs, coyottes and pigeons. They 
walk around the infected farms and 


earry the bacteria in their feet to other | 


places where hogs are kept. He vdded
